Slavery was 
right, for it was ordained for the good of the 
negro, and freedom was right, for the time 
had come when it was a curse to the white 
man. Everything moves on according tua 
plan, a providence. We remember that years 
ago the farmers wore out their Jands and 
moved westward. This peopled a new terri- 
story and gave the old lands rest. They grew 
up again in forest and have been peopled and 
cleared again. We remember when the ber- 
muda grass was considered a curse in middle 
Georgia, but now itis a blessing and is dili- 
gently cultivated. Time and experiment is 
working wonders. The people are rubbing 
against each other, and what one man learns 
is soon caught and absorbed by his watchful 
nabors. Fixed lawsof justice and morals and 
business are prevailing all over the land.

Public opinion is getting to be the supreme 
law and governs everything. Public opinion 
says one wife is enough and so Mormonism 
must go.

We don’t care whether the Louisville and 
Nashville stock is one hundred or two hun- 
dred, so it carries us and our freight at reason- 
able prices. If a man _has_s stock 
in it and it pays fair dividends let him keep 
it, whether it is upor down, and if it don’t let 
him sell and put his money in something else. 
Stock gambling suits some folks and so let “em 
gamble on. Money made in that way don’t 
amount to anything. If the possessor does 
not lose it his children will spend it and leave 
the world as poor as their father came into it. 
A fortune made ina year rarely sticks to any- 
yody. Five years is hazardous; but one 
gained by the pursuit of an honest calling for 
ten or twenty years brings with it that high 
reward which justly entitles a man to be 
classed with the true aristocracy. 

SUDDEN FORTUNES, 

No man ought to desire a fortune to com- 
suddenly. It would embarrass him. It takes 
several years to learn its best uses and to han- 
dle it with becoming dignity. I have great 
respect for that class of rich men who made 
their fortunes slowly. I like these presidents 
of railroads, and banks, and manufacturing 
companies. I can tell’em as they walk the 
streets—there is a bearing of dignity and 
moral worth about ’em. I give ’em the side- 
walk, I do, for I have regard forthem. They 
control money and they control men. Thou- 
sands are dependent upon their capacity and 
integrity, and they know it, and feel rt, and 
it makes’em both proudandhumble. 1 think 
I would like to be a president of a bank, 
wouldent you? This kind of rich men are 
liberal and charitable in their old 
age, if they are not before. They 
endow colleges and orphan = asylums. 
They build railroads and factories and steam- 
ships and telegraph lines, and do big things 
that other men couldent do. Rich men are a 
blessing to the land, for if all the money in 
the world was equally divided among all the 
people, none of us would have any to share, 
and there wouldent be another railroad or 
steamboat built in the next fifty years; so its 
all right I reckon, and I’m content and I wish 
everybody else was. I’ve had more than my. 
share all my life. I’ve eat as much good vit- 
tels and wore as warm clothesas a millionaire. 
I’ye had my trials and troubles and so has he, 
and so, in the long run, the accounts between 
us are about balanced, and we will quit the 
world even so far as the world is concerned.

QUEEN VICTORIA AND THE CRANKS. 
We can well believe that Queen Victoria 
was not unnerved or even greatly alarmed by 
the attempt of a Scottish Guiteau to kill her; 
for she has been under fire nearly as many 
times as any army veteran. As long ago as 
1840, when she and Prince Albert were newly 
married people, she was twice fired at by a 
young man named Oxford. He was thought 
to be sane, but he was sent to an asylum, 
where he expressed the opinion several years 
later that he should have.been hung. 

In 1842 she was again fired at while riding 
in & carriage with Prince Albert, but the pis- 
tol missed‘tire. The queen did not 
attempt, and no arrest was made. The royal 
couple concluded to drive out as if nothing of 
an unusual nature had happened, and in a

short time a shot was fired from the short dis- 
tance of five paces. The ball even missed the 
carriage. The man proved to be the son of a 
joiner, about twenty-two years old. He 
condemned to death for high treason, but as 
the evidence did not plainly show that the 
pistol was loaded, his sentence was commuted 
to transportation for life. He bore the name 
of John Francis. 

Soon after the trial of Francis, a hunchback 
named Bean pointed a pistol at the queen, 
who was riding in a carriage with her hus- 
band and the king of Belgium, The pistol 
missed fire, and when {t was examined it was 
found te be heavily loaded with powder and 
aclay pipe. The queen was again uncon- 
scious of an attempt to shoot her down. 
Bean was sentenced to eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment. His insanity was never doubted. 
Parliament added a whipping penalty to 
those existing for such attempts, and it was 
thought that this would putan end to assaults 
by cranks, but it did not. Not many years 
afterwerwards Robert Pate, a late lieufenant 
in the army, tried to brain her witha stick, 
and not long ago an equally crazy Irishman 
pointed an unloaded pistol at the good queen. 
Pate was sent to an insane asylum, and the

1 shail not, sir, 
uncer the suspension of the rules, express either 
assent or dissent to this prox sition. lam prepared 
to say, however. that the revised Scriptures are 
among those useful commodities whose introdue- 
tion should be encouraged by immunity from taxa- 
tion. 

This eoncession is due not ouly to those who read 
the Bible because it is the Bible, but to the biblica) 
student, to the lover of truth, and to those scholar- 
ly men who are profoundly interested in the aceu- 
racy of the sacre d Seriptures. Besides, sir, the 


be made ona more extensive scale between the old 
version and the new revision will have the teuden- 
cy to make our people more familiar with the doe- 
trines and precepts of the sacred Scriptures, and 
that this isa consummation devouuy to be wished 
will be admitted by every man, whether he isan 
earnest Christian or simply regards the Bible with 
that reverence which is awakened by the contem- 
plation of its noble structure or is the offspring ofa 
traditionary sentiment. 

Why, sir, the veriest infidel, whe regards the 
Bible as a mere human work, and who repeis the 
idea of its inspiration, must admit its educative 
value when wicely circulated, read, and, studied, 
In one of the old English statutes, of about 1516, the 
sacred volume iscalled Bibliotheca, the library; 
and what a library it is! How interesting and 
varied its contents, its subjects, and its rhetorica) 
styles. In historical narrative it surpasses the re- 
nowned works of Herodotus or of Xenophon. How 
picturesque are its descriptions; how touching its 
pi hos: how bold aud subiime its imagery. 

Sir, the greatest German poet, Goethe, regarded 
the book of Ruth as the most perfect and lustrious 
gemin the whole range of idyllic poetry, and 
Humboldt deer_ed the one hundred and fourth 
Psalm of all lyrics the mostsuperb. To the orator 
and public speaker so felicitous isits aid that it has 
bien suid theta thorough knowledge of its lan- 
guage and illustraiions is strikingly cha: acteristic 
of almost every truly great speaker, ‘“‘who with the 
strong rein of commanding words doth master, 
sway, and move the eminence of men’s affections.”’ 

There are those who would exclude the Bible 
from the schools. This is, indeed, ingratitude. 
They are strangely oblivious of the fact that the 
schools are indebted to the Bible for the preserva- 
tion of the classic lore of which scholars are so 
justly proud. it wasnot the knowledge of Greek 
and Latin which preserved the sacred Scriptures 
while the classic tongues were the temporary vehi- 
cles of Bible truths, butit was, sir, the study of the 
Scriptures in Greek and Latin which preserved 
these languages from utter extinction. The pains- 
taking labors of scholarly priests and the suclesing- 
tical uses of these tongues during the dark ages 
have perpetuated the language of Demosthenesand 
Tully. Otherwise the lliad and the .Eneid might 
have shared the fate of the literature of the As- 
syrian or the Carthagenian. 

But I do not mean to separate the claims of the 
Bible as a more educative book from that venera- 
tion which belongs to it by virtue of its divine ori- 
gin and authority. In the system of political ethics 
which has come down to us from Washington and 
Jefferson and Adams and Madison, we have been 
‘taught that men might as well build their houses 
upon the sand as to seek to build republican insti- 
tutions on other basis than that of morality and 
public and private virtue. Otherwise, when the 
winds blow and the rains fall and the floods of 
revolution come, the institutions will falland great 
will be the fall thereof. They will perish as utterly 
as the baseless fabric of the parable. Of that 
morality and virtue the Bible is the authoritative 
rule and the adequate and the conspicuous sanc- 
tion. Compare the nations who believe in the Bi- 
ble with the lands of the Koran and of the Hindoo 
faith,and see their immeasurable superiority in 
purity of morals and perfection of civilization, 

Sir. this difference is caused by the siinple and 
beautifni and practical relizion of the Bible. Ag 
patriots, then—as legislators in charge of. public 
atfaics—-itis becoming and proper that we should 
encourage the circulation and study of the Bible, 
and the introduction of the new version should be 
fostered by the hand of goverumeat, whieh, with 
tolerance to all faiths and creeds not $aimieal to 
society, is never more wisely engaged thau in dif- 
fusing knowledge among the masses, and especially 
the knowledge of the principles and precepts of 
truth and morality. I trust, sir, this billin the 
house asin the committee will receive the unani- 
mous support of the representativesef this Bible- 
reading and Bible-loving republic.

SEVERAL FAMILIES SETTLED IN 
ATLANTA. 


Something About the Russian Jews who Have Come 
to Atianta—Also About City Affairs in Geuveral 
—The Post-Office and Other Public 
Offices—Impruvement Notes—Items, 


Mayor English, in answer to questions rel- 
ative to-Russian Jews, said to a Constitution 
reporter: 

“Well.l haven't much tosay upon the subject 
1 think the Jews a good class of citizens and 
adesirable element forany country. The gates 
of Atlanta are open to all such people as far 
asIlam concerned, and I think |] speak for 
the city. when I say they are welcome. I never 
knew aJew who was a pauper or who could 
not support himself. Those we now have 
with us—I mean the late immigration—have 
trades and are willing to work. I am glad to 
see them come and hope more will follow.” 

Then the reporter sought the Jewish rabbi 
at his home. He began by saying: 

“Tam informed that there are some Bussj- 
an Jews in Atlanta. Is it true?’ said a Con- 
sTiTUTION reporter to Rabbi Jacobs. a 

“Oh, yes,’ responced the rabbi, as a smile 
diffused itself over his face, ‘we have thirty 
from there, and tlev are all doing well.”’ ; 

“Where did they come from?” 

“From various portions of Rucesia.’ 

“When did they arrive in Atlanta?’ 

“The first lot came here in December. 
There were twenty persons in the party and 
four families, and they are all doing well.” 

“What ‘they doing? Pleasé tell me ali 
about it.’”’ 

ewe, there is one family of seven named 
Karassi. ‘They are dress-makers, and are 
working at Mr. Cahn’s, on Whitehall street. 
The head of the family isa hard worker, and 
so are all of the members who are old enough 
towork. Then there is a family of six known 
as the Teshnoffs, ‘They are tailors, and 
work for Max Marcus. They _ reside 
on Markham street. The Pattans, a family 
of four, are also tailors. They work’ at 
Hirsch’s and reside on Peters street. On 
Whitehall street resides the Hartowitchs. 
They are three in numberand are also tailors. 
They work at Mr. Hirsch’s also.” 

How did you get them here?” 

HOW THEY CAME, 

“Well, you see there is in New York an as- 
sociation known as the Russian emigrant aid 
society. Hon. Meyer S. Isaacs, of New York, 
isthe president and a faithful one too. The 
society has branches everywhere, and it was 
in this way that. we took the first party. 
After they reached Atlanta we bought them 
provisions, gave them a house to live in and 
furniture to use, and then aided them in 
securing employment. They are all—-et least 
those who are old enough—skilled workmen, 
and without any trouble we found employ- 
ment for them. They have had plenty of 
work and to show you their economy I will 
just say that one family has saved over one 
hundred dollars from their earnings since 
coming to Atlanta.” 

THE SECOND PARTY. 

“When did the others come?” 

“Some time in January another party 
came. One man and his son are work'ng at 
Longley & Robinson's. They are good carpen- 
ters and will find plenty to do here. There 
was one shoemaker. He is working at Long’s 
shoe shop on Hunter street, and another car- 
penter who has work also. With this party 
there was a baker, who worked fora wile at 
Jack's, but who is now peddling on the 
Sstreets.”’ 

‘Are these all?” 

“Gh, no. Another party of four reached 
Atlanta last week. They are now at the 
Kempner house on Whitehall street, and we 
are trying to find eniployment for them. Of 
all the Russian Jews who are in Atlanta 
these are the only ones who have no trade. 
They are a Mr. Davidsonand wife anda Mr. 
Seslauerand sister. The first gentleman was a 
restauranter by occupation and the last a

It seems that George Woodall, a young 
man who resides in Fairburn, had an old pis- 
tol in his hand which he was snapping arouna 
promiscuously, aniamong others at whom 
he pointed the ugly weapon was Marshal 
Hervey. The marshal did not relish the spor 
and requested Mr. W» sdall to discontinue it, 
which he did, andina short time the two 
separated. Laterin the day they again met 
when Mr. Woodall drew from his pocket a 
pistol which he pointed at Marshal Hervey, 
and in a jocular manner remarked, ‘*Look 
out.” Hardly had the words passed his lips 
when the loud report of the pistol was heard, 
and in an instant the marshal fell to the 
ground dangerously,if not mortally, wounded. 

The report of the pistol soon drew a large 
crowd around the prostrate man, and ina 
short while a litter was procured and his re- 
moval to his home begun, where his wound 
was examined.
